So that they may support themselves 
and their children, all the girls learn housework, a few of them stenography 
and typing.

eneral Electric's main business is to sell some 

880,000,000 worth of lamps, radios, refrigerators 
and big electrical apparatus. Without inventing a 
new product or even perfecting any old one now in 
existence, it could probably majntain its reputation 
and sales for five or ten years. At the end of that 
time it would find that, though the general market 
for electrical products continued to swell, its own 
market persistently shrank, 

G.E. has long realized that the price of progress is 
the cost of research. That is the reason it spends m 
lionsa year on laboratories, famed scientists like those 
below and several hundred unfamed but pro 
young engineers. For every dollar of profit ea 
through progress th estimates the public 
has been saved from t ne hundred dollars. 

Principal reason for the existence of the high-volt- 
age laboratory is that G.E, manufactures transform= 
ers and equipment for transmission lines which criss- 
cross the U.S. carrying current us high as 287,000 
volts. Lightning, striking lines and stations, wrecks 
transformers, completely interrupts all transmission 
of electricity. Determined toexplain and prevent this, 
phenomenon, researchers built a model cloud and 
power line, reproduced the occurrence in laboratory. 

From this experiment they were able to calculate 
that a lightning flash usually had a power of at least 
100,000,000 volts and created a secondary induced 
current 200 times smaller in transmission line with- 
out even hitting it. The induced voltage causes the 
breakdown. They also found that lightning struck 
the highest object in any area 95 per cent of the time, 
hence had a predilection for tall lines and stations, 
‘To protect the latter, they now string wires parallel to 
and above power lines and connected to earth at tow- 
ers, thuseatching and grounding the induced currents, 

Finally, transformers tested by artificial lightning 
have shown how and of what material they should 
be built to withstand high voltage, keep cities from 
being left in the dark as a result of lightning storms.
